Citizens Demand Their Rights— 
Granting Saloon Licenses Con- 
trary to the Council's Order—The 


Ohief ‘Tur Up Smiling and 
Makes a Statement da His Own 
Motion. 


It was 2:15 before all of the Police Com- 
missioners met yesterday afternoon for 
their weekly meeting. Chief Cuddy was 
first on hand, and retired to the Mayor’s 
private office to await the coming of his 
fellow statesmen. About 2 o’clock His 
Honor put in an appearance, when he also 
dived into his sanctum, and some minutes 
later Mr. Humphreys arrived. There were 
not a great many present at the opening of 
the séance, but severel others came in be- 
fore the close, making a very respectable 
audience. 

Clerk Moffett read the minutes of the pre- 
vious meeting, after which Mr. Moffett 
stated that he had notified the telephone 
company, and they had promised to remove 
the objectionable pote in frontof No. 100 
Los Angeles street. 

The Clerk stated that there were three 
applications for saloon licenses, which had 
been continued, and one new application, 

The Chief stated that he had ordered a 
watch kept op the den at 55 and 55 Los An- 
geles street, and thought that they would be 
able to put a stop to the nuisance, 

A petition was received from residents 
on New High street, complaining of the low 
character of the Acme saloon, near Sonora 
street. The petitioners say that the place is 
a rendezvous for prostitutes and “macs,” 
and that the place is a disgrace to the city; 
that it is kept open all night, and that the 
foulest language is used. They further 
complain that repeated complaints have 
been made at police headquarters, and that 
no attention has been peid to them, and 
they therefore come to the board or relief. 

he Ctiief stated that he had investigated 
the case. He said that the upper floor was 
a house of prostitution, and he moved that 
the house be suppressed as a nuisance if it 
could be done. 

Mr. Humphreys stated that he had asked 
the officer on the beat where the house is 
located to be present, and action was post- 
poned until the arrival of the officer. 

A petition was received from a number of 
residents in the neighborhood, stating that 
F. Oding, who keeps a saloon at Jackson 
and Wilmington streets, had kept an or- 
derly house, and asking that his license, 
which had been revoked, be renewed. 
Oding also appeared before the board and 
made a statement, saying that the revoca- 
tion of his license was brought about by 
spite work on the part of a man he had 
ordered out of his place. A Mr. Buck 

also. testified to the charac- 
ter of the place. Chiet Cuddy said 
that there had been numereus complaints 


about women coming into the place in a 
nude and indecent manner, and that the 
could be seen from the street.

Carried. 

Mr. Humphreys called attention to the 
action of the Council, in refusing to pay 
any bills for the force over 70 men, while 
the force now stood at €6. 

Mr. Moffett stated that the janitor, Police 
Surgeon and Police Matron were on the roll, 
and that there were but 78 men on the roll

To the Honorable Council of the City of 
Los Angeles—GENTLEMEN: I noti in

This, I am satisfied was 
done without thought as to the conse- 

uences that might follow, it being out of 

e proper channel for the settlement of 
such matters, heretofore all allowances 
having been made through me. By acting 
in this way behind me, serious conse- 
quences might follow, and 1 will cite a case 
in which the same man came very near get- 
ting $8000 on his Kuhrts-street account more 
than had been allowed him, and more than 
he hadasked. He had personally applied 
to ute some three weeks before for the sum 
of $3000 on account, but the work being in 
an unsatisfactory state, [ refused at that 
time to give him anything on account, and 
he threatened to go behind me and get it 
through the Council. Some two weeks 
after that, he having done considerabie 
work, 1 allowed him $4000 on account, sup- 


ing that his previous claim had been 
some time after that

when the day before, which was Sunday, he 
massed his whole force on the line between 
Mission road and Downey avenue, and 
sprinkled and rolled itand putit in good 
order, which it is at present. . 

This isa very important matter, and I 
foie the Council will see itin its true 
light, and reconsider their action if the 
warrant has not been drawn and delivered, 
which will only leave about $5000 due on 
the street, which is far from completion. 

There is still due him on Khurts street 
$5000, but L doubt from his action whether 
he expects or intends to finish that street, 
which is inavery rough shape, material 
having been put on against my protest, and 
which will notadmit of the street bein 
placed in proper shape without the - 
dition of some further material, such as he 
has lately put in on Griffin avenue, which 
will make a bond that will hold the 
material now on the street in solid shape 
and enable me to accept it.

The Antelope Valley Case in the 
Courts. 

The trial of Frank Fray of Antelope arson 
fame was resumed yesterday morning be- 
fore Judge Cheney. Constable Magee ot 
Lancaster was the (rst witness. He testi- 
fied as to the identification of a pair of boots 
Fray is claimed to have worn from Crane’s 
house,*which was burned te Green Ridge. 

Cross-examined: lruna saloon at Lan- 
caster. I never ran a game of chuck-a-luck 
at Newhall. Crane came to Lancaster 
about July 25th last, and I went with him 
to Newhall, where he swore out 
a warrant of arrest before Justice 
Johuson against Fray on a complaint of 
arson. Llarrested Fray on Smith’s ranch. 
He surrendered peaceably. Fray talked 
with me about beating a sheep-herder, also 
beating a Chinaman, about his arrest at 
Stockton and at Portland, Or. Fray said 
when he got through with this case he 
would get up a panorama and callit the 
“Frank Fray Combination,” and would get 
rich. At the examination at Newhall 1 
treated Judge Dupuy and Mr, Crawtord. I 
did not treat Fray. 

TOMAS F. BOTELLO 
testified: Yesterday afternoon Fray said he 
thought the jury would convict him, and 
that he was foolish tor destroying that 
stick. 

After the noon recess the prosecution in- 
troduced in evidence the boots, knife and 
stick found in possession of Fray at the 
time of his arrest. 

William A. Smith of Ventura county tes- 
tified that he had been a constable of this 
county.

What the Immigration In- 
quiry Revealed. 


The Naturalization Laws Grossly 
Abused—Remedies Suggested. 
Report of the Commissioner of Pen- 
sions—Seme B g Figures, 


The Alaska Investigation— Testimony Showing 
That the Commercial CompanyeHas Paid 
the Government as Much as the 
Original Price of the Territory.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 29.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.} Representative Ford’s Com- 
mittee on Contract Labor returned to Wash- 
ington this morning. Speaking of the re- 
sults of the trip Mr. Ford said: “I do not 
think we shall make a report until the 
' entire investization is completed, and we 
have more important testimony to take, but 
what we have taken has convinced the 
committee that something must be done. 
The laws relating to contract labor have 
been violated to an alarming extent, be- 
cause of the lack of machinery to enforce 
them. [he whole of Ltaly is flooded with 
steamship agents who are telling lies about 
this country to induce immigration. One 
of the facts brought to light incidentally, 
was that naturalization papers are being 
issued fraudulently to an alarming extent, 
while the fact was developed that the New 
England fishermen about whose rights we 
have had so much trouble are really made 
up of aliens to the extent of 75 per cent. 
Although we shall undoubtedly recommend 
some legislation, the committee has not 
reed upon the form it shall take. One 
plan which, it appears to me, would be 
effective, would be to require a man to de- 
clare his intention of becoming an Ameri- 
can citizen before leaving his native coun- 
That would enable the nearest Ameri- 
can Consul to inquire into his character and 
ascertain whether or not he is a criminal or 
pauper. Again, some members favor a tax 
of abvut $100 on each immigrant, but I can- 

not agree to that plan.” 


A PENSION REPORT. 


What the Nation Is Doing for Those 
Who Fotght Its Battles. 
WASHINGTON, Ang. -29.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| The annual report of the Com- 
wissioner of Pensions shows that there 
were during the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1888, added to the pension rolls 60,525 new 
names, the largest annual increase in the 
history of the bureau, making a total of 
452,557 pensioners on the rolls at the close 
of the year, as follows: 326,635 invalids, 92,- 
926 widows, minor children and dependent 
relatives, 37 revolutionary widows, 806 sur- 
vivors of the war of 1812, 10,787 widows of 
those who served in that war, 16,060 sur- 
vivors of the war with Mexico and 5104 
widows of those who served in that war. 
The names of 2028 previously dropped were 
restored to the rolis, making an aggregate 
of 62,280 added during the year. Dur- 
ing the same period 15,730 were 
dropped from the rolis on account of death 
and various other causes, leaving a net in- 
crease on the rolls of 46,550 names. The 
amount paid for pensions since 1861 has 
been $196, 308,644. Increase of pension was 
granted in 45,716.cases. The aggregate of 
nsions is $56,707,224, an increase of 
8-2,579. The amount of pensions paid 
during the year was $78,775,802, an increase 
over the previous year of 5,308,280. The 
total amount disbursed b pension agents 
for all parpetes was $79,646,146. The cost 
g such disbursements was in the 
aggregate $3,262,524, it being a fraction less 
than 4 per cent. of the total expenditures of 
the bureau. The total amount expended 
for all purposes was 08%,386. ‘'lhere 
were filed during the year 47,840 a 
plications for original pensions, 11,769 
widows, dependent mothers and 
188 dependent fathers, making a total of 
65,704. The highest number of claims on 
account of the late war was received from 
Ohio, and Indiana followed next, and then 
New York and Pennsylvania. From Mon- 
tana, Utah and South Carolina none were 
received. The total number of special 
acts which have become law from 15861 to 
1885 is 2001, and from 1885 to 1888, durin 
the present Administration, 1369, a total of 
$870. Of the latter, 191 were vetoed for 
reasons fully set forth in the President’s 
messages, made public from time to time. 
In the fiscal years from July, 1882, to June 
,1 there were issued 191,221 certifi- 
cates of all classes,and during the three 
following fiscal years from July 1, 1585, to 
June 30, 1888, 359,537, making an increase 
for the last three years of 168,318 certifi-

THE SEAL FISHERIES, 


the Alaska Commercial Com- 
panyCame to Be Formed. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 29.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Asa Williams of New Lon- 
don, Ct., engaged in the shipping industry 
for many years and a member of the Alaska 
Commercial Company, was the first witness 
before the House Committee on Merchant 
Marine and Fi heries. 


Williams gave a history of the seal fisheries 
from the time the industry began in the 
southern seas, as early as 1799. He said 
Russia leased the privilege of taking seals. 
lt did not pay, and this fact led to the 
ceding ofthe islands of St. Paul and St. 
George to the United States. After the Seal 
Islands were ceded to the United States 
witness had a ship fitted out and sent to the 
Seal Islands. Four or five other firms did 
the same thing, and there were taken that 
year probably over 150,000 skins. 

The tendency of this was to destroy the 
industry. Perceiving this was the 
wituess came to Washington and urged the 
enactment of the present law itmiting the 
number of seals to taken, setting 
apart these islands as aseal reservation 
and letting out the mites Stock in the 
Alaskan mpany is held by citizens of 
the United States.

Plumb in reference to the diversion of the 
waters of the Platte and Arkansas rivers 
and tributaries in Colorado was amended 
and agreed to.
